He again referred to Nixon as

Kennedy said such a commit- 
ment would be more than Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had ever been | 
willing to make.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (UPT) 
—President Eisenhower and Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon are 
in agreement about United States 
policy toward the islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu, a policy 
which has become a major issue 
in the presidential campaign, the 
White House reported today. 

The White House said the 
President and Nixon had dis- 
cussed the issue in a telephone 
conversation yesterday after it 
had been kept boiling in Thurs- 
day night’s TV debate between 
the Vice President and Senator 
John F. Kennedy, the Democra- 
tic presidential nominee. 


In° the second TV debate, 
Nixon appeared to deviate soiie- 
what from the Administration’s 
position by saying Quemoy and 
Matsu should be defended as a 
matter of principle. This week 
he said they should be defended 
because an attack would be a 
prelude to attack on Formosa. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty distributed 
copies of a letter, orginally made 
public two years ago, from Mr. 
Eisenhower to Senator Theodore

Major City Crimes Up 7.6 Petz 
In September Over Year Ago 


2035: of Them Last Month Compared 
With 1891 in Same Month of 1959, 
| Brostron Reports. 


The number, of major crimes 
reported to police last month was 
7.6 per cent greater than . the 
total reported in September 1959, 
Chief of Police Curtis Brostron 
‘announced today. 

There were 2035 major crimes 
last month, compared with 1891 
in September 1959, Brostron said. 

Crimes against persons totaled 
409 last-month, one more than in 
September 1959, the police chief 
reported, 

Murders were down from six 
to four, reported forcible rape 
was up from 30 to 39; robbery 
was down from 151 to 137 and 
aggravated assault was up from 
221 to 229, 

Crimes against property to- 


taled 1626 last month, compared 
with. 1483 in September 1959, 


Brostron reported. 

Burglaries were up from 820 
to 894, larcenies in excess of 
$50 rose from 338 to 46 and 
automobile thefts increased from 
325 to 386. 

The rate of solutions rose 
slightly last month from Sep- 
tember 1959, Brostron said. The 
crime solution rate was 364 
per cent in Septemiber 1960, com- 
pared with 37.9 per cent in the 
samé month last year. 

The total of major crimes for 
the first nine months this year 
was 17,243, compared with 17,- 
242 in the first nine months of 
1959. 

The. solution rate thus far 
this year is 34.8 per cent, com- 
pared with a solution rate of 30.4 
per cent for the same period last 
year, Brostron noted.

Senator Dodd Explains 


From your editorial comment and 
from other editorials, it is apparent 
that there has been much misunder- 
standing of the purpose of the 
hearings of the Senate Subcommit- 
tee on Internal Security in the 
case of Dr. Linus Pauling. 

First of all I wish to emphasize 
as I have already done repeatedly 
that the United States*Senate Sub- 
committee on Internal Security is 
not investigating Dr. Pauling’s 
viewpoint on nuclear testing. Nor is 
there any question of his right or 
the right of any American citizen 
to petition the United States Gov- 
ernment, either directly or indirect- 
ly via the United Nations. The 
subcommittee is investigating one 
thing only: Was there substantial 
Communist participation in the or- 
ganization of the petition? Was the 
petition utilized for Communist 
propaganda purposes?

Dr. Pauling has been asked for 
two things by the subcommittee: 
for the actual signatures of those 
who signed the petition—since he 
filed typewritten lists instead of the 
originals; and for the letters he re- 
ceived transmitting to him names 
for the petition. 

It is to be-.regretted that Dr. 
Pauling has responded to the sub- 
committee’s simple and reasonable 
request. by impugning the honesty 
of the members of the subcommit- 
tee, by misrepresenting the issue 
as one involving the right of petition 
and academic freedom, by posing 
as a martyr. 

The arguments contained in Dr. 
Pauling’s petition may or may not 
have been intrinsically valid: on 
this the subcommittee does not pass 
judgment. However, if Communists 
participated in the work of circu- 
lating the petition, they did not do 
so as individuals or simply because 
they believe in its purpose. What- 
ever action a Communist takes is 
taken under orders and is intended 
to subserve the interests of the 
Communist conspiracy. 

Dr. Pauling has stated that he 
refuses ‘‘as a matter of conscience” 
to make public the names of those 
who collaborated with him in or- 
ganizing the petition because this 
would expose them to reprisals. For 
the life of me, I cannot understand 
this talk about ‘‘reprisals.”’

The general position that Dr. 
Pauling holds on nuclear testing is 
a widely held one. For my own part, 
I consider it mistaken: but I recog- 
nizé that it is shared by many 
Americans who are genuinely cen- 
cérned about what they consider 
ta be the best interests of the Unit- 
ed States. It is, in some measure, 
the position of the Administration. 
Given this situation, it is prepos- 
terous to suggest that the subcom- 
mittee would inflict reprisals. 

It has been statéd by Dr. Paul- 
ing and by others that the subcom- 
mittee’s action in this case consti- 
tutes a violation of the right of 
petition. I know of no definition of 


the. right of petition that would .. 


confer the privilege of secrecy or 
afionymity on the organizers of a 
petition. A petition is by its very 
nature a public act and it comes un- 
der the principle of full disclosure. 

Pauling has not committed 
contempt and the subcommittee did 
not*discussed citing him for con- 
tempt.

for countries lacking in coal, oil or falling 
water. . 

The picture of an improving world that was 
so popular then was overdrawn. But hardly 
the most confirmed pessimist would have be- 
lieved then that so little would be accom- 
plished by 1960. Only four nations in the 
world are as yet operating atomic power 
plants—the United States, the Soviet Union, 
Great Britain and France. The effect of the 
peaceful atom on the underdeveloped coun- 
tries has been negligible. 

The unhappy truth is that the United 
States Government has at.no time in these 
15 years shown enough interest in bringing 
atomic energy to the underdeveloped coun- 
tries. It has been content to let private enter- 
prise monopolize the work, and private en; 
terprise has been interested only in what 
might produce a profit in this already highly- 
developed country. 

Small reactors using the relatively primi- 
tive atomic fuel that would be available to 
most small nations—natural uranium—have 
been of little or no interest here. As for 
foreign policy and the significance of atomic 
energy to it, that was the Government's busi- 


‘ness, not the private corporations, and the 


Government had abdicated that particular re- 
sponsibility. 

So the next Administration at Washington, 
whether Republican or Democratic, will want 
to make a tough-minded reappraisal of na- 
tional atomic policies, bearing in mind that 
those we have had so far have not been 
very productive. 


No Violence 


The publication Southern School News re- 
minds the nation that this was the first year 
since the 1954 school desegregation ruling 
that the South’s public schools opened with- 
out violence. There are 768 integrated dis- 
tricts in the South, 17 of them new. Houston 
admitted 11 Negroes to predominately white 
classes, leaving Dallas with the nation’s larg- 
est segregated school system. Five more dis- 
tricts desegregated in Virginia; Dollarway be- 
came Arkansas’s tenth such district. But no- 
where was there a bombing, a boycott or a 
mob incident. That is double progress. 
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Fatal for Russians, Too ‘ 

It really should not be surprising ‘that when 
intelligent Russians think about the big 
bombs, they come to conclusions quite like 
those reached by intelligent Americans—or, 
for that matter, any other nationals. Yet it 
is reassuring even in the face of Khrushchev’s 
volatile politics, to read what Maj. Gen. Niko- 
lai A. Talensky, one of’ the foremost Red 
Army theoreticians, wrote in the Soviet Un- 
ion’s official magazine of foreign affairs. 

There is “practically no possibility” of 
heading off an attack by nuclear rockets, he 
said. A war fought with such weapons would 
be global, and it probably would kill half of 
the world’s people. It is ostrich-like to speak 
of localized nuclear wars. Such-.a conflict 
would be “nothing but a prelude to a univer- 
sal rocket war.” A surprise attack indeed 
might give the aggressor a momentary ad- 
vantage; but in view of-the present level of 
nuclear stockpiles, such an attack eventually 
would culminate in the destruction of the 
aggressor himself. 

All this is quite familiar. How often has 
it not been repeated by American nuclear 
experts? And how often have they not said, 
as Talensky said, that more and better nuclear 
weapons are not likely to produce “serious 
strategic advantages.” When you are able to 
wipe out half the world’s population—and 
yourself as well—there really is not much 

. point in further capacity for killing. 

Talensky went into some details about what 
would happfen—especially to Europe—in the 
tragic event of a Russian-American nuclear 
war. And the appraisal led him to the con- 
clusion reached by so many others: “War as 
an instrument of policy is becoming out- 
dated.” He might have, gone one step far- 
ther to say that it is outdated. 

In the light of such reflections, men must 
wonder why Gen. De Gaulle coerces a reluc- 
tant parliament into authorizing French mem- 
bership in the nuclear club, if so cozy a word 
as club really may.be used in connection 
with panoplies of the big bombs. Why spend 
so much to be able to deliver weapons which, 
if used, virtually mean suicide? And what 
real difference will it make if West Germany’s 
secret new process for the refining of urani- 
um should become general knowledge and 
substantially reduce the cost of membership 
in the nuclear club? - 

What point is there in speculating about the 
concealed political motives the Kremlin may 
have had in publishing Talensky’s observa- 
tions?’ Their essential soundness is so wide- 
ly understood that they hardly can be ex- 
pected to intensify the fears of Europeans or 
to intimidate the United States. Talensky 


admits that in case of war, Russia also would - 


be destroyed. Since he told this to the-Rus- 
sians, it may be less likely than ever that they 
will start a nuclear war. Thus it may strength- 
en the world’s present ‘“‘peace through terror.” 


Such a peace, however, is not peace. Im- 


portant as it may be for us to maintain our 
current defenses and even to strengthen 
them, it is inconceivable that mankind should 


may continue to differ. re are of 
no consequence to a dead wor 
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not merely because we could to be, 
because from the war’s end we regarded 


presence of American troops abroad as essen- 
tial to our security.

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Grim and Earnest 


John Crosby takes disapproving note of the 
lack of humor on the Kennedy-Nixon tele- 
vision debates. He considers it “almost im- 
possible,” but a fact, that the two presiden- 
tial candidates could get through an hour 
on TV without a single spark of humor. There 
are several reasons for it. Both candidates 
are intense, serious men. The world of 1960 
does not seem very funny. Additionally, it 
was shown in 1952 and 1956 that humor does 
mot pay. Gov. Stevenson is one of the wit- 
tiest men in public life; President Eisenhower 
has virtually no sense of humor. The truth 
seems to be that voters like their politicians 
dull. A sense of humor betokens a sense of 
balance and proportion, but.that apparently 
does not pay off in November. So even if 
the earnest candidates should be moved to 
crack jokes in the future, we predict they 
will not. Mr. Crosby and the rest of us will 
have to find our comics elsewhere. 


' : 
Advice for the Junior High 

The nation is indebted to Dr, James Bryant 
Conant for another informative report—this 
time on the junior high school. The latest 
study, a sequel to the 1959 report on the 
senior high school, covers Grades 7, 8 and 9. 
Dr. Cohant concluded after examining pro- 
grams at 237 schools in 23 states, that the 
precise form of organization. is of less im- 
portance than the. program provided for the 
particular period of adolescence. 

Dr. Conant’ has some excellent suggestions, 
some of which will even be approved by the 
pupils. He thinks homework assignments 
should be co-ordinated to prevent one teach- 
er from “usurping too much time,” and he 
feels that homework should be “meaningful,” 
not mere “drudgery,” He emphasizes high 
standards in the three grades under study be- 
cause of the necessity for mastering basic 
skills before the child goés on to high school. 

Dr, Conant found what many educators 
have discovered, a pronounced deficiency in 
reading ability. He said he visited schools in 
which from 35 to 50 per cent of the ninth 
graders were reading at the sixth-grade level 
or below. Pupils cannot possibly succeed in 
high school unless‘they can read at.the sixth- 
grade level or better, he pointed out. 

Overall, Dr. Conant stresses the importance 
of beginning sciences, languages, mathematics 
and social studies early.. He condemns such 


activities as interscholastic athletics, marching - 


bands and elaborate graduation ceremonies 
in junior high schools. In short, he suggests: 
Cut out the frills and concentrate on basic 
academic work. That is indeed sound advice. 


Japanese Cameramen 

Although the occasion was: a grim one, a 
word should be said in praise of the Japanese 
photographers who recorded the assassination 
of Inejiro Asanuma, Socialist leader, at a 
Tokyo Yally. The still pictures to reach the 
United States were superb. Motion pictures 
were on television in Japan within minutes 
after Asanuma was stabbed with a 12-inch 
sword. This is further evidence of the alert- 
ness of the Japanese newspaper and broad- 
casting industry and of the skill and enter- 
‘prise of those working in it. 


Why One Term? 

Close observers of Missouri government 
' have come to regard the Governor’s office as 
a frustrating post. Gov. Blair has long recog- 
nized the fact and has repeated his advice to 
the state to remove the one-term limitation 
on Governors. He says the usual chief execu- 
tive spends his first two years familiarizing 
himself with his duties and the next two being 
a “lame duck,” his power and prestige 
handicapped. 

That is why many a gubernatorial program 
is stalled soon after it is produced. The one- 
term limit obstructs both executive leadership 
and the right of the people to choose that 


leadership. An amendment to end. the limi- 


tation should have been on next month’s bal- 
lot but since it is not, the 1961 Legislature 


ought to move to correct a frustrating situa- 


tion that previous legislatures have ignored.

Another expedient used during these 
early days was that of voluntary inter- 
municipal co-operation, involving con- 
tracts between the central city and 
some of its suburbs. Perhaps the most 
notable example of such joint under- 
takings, organized voluntarily, was the 
construction of the Brooklyn Bridge 
by-New York City and Brooklyn during 
the years 1874-1883. : 

On ‘the whole, the instances of sugh 
joint undertakings were few because 
municipalities were seldom able to 
agree on terms by which they should 
be carried on, And such instances were 
generally not lasting. . 

A third expedient initiated and used 
extensively during these early periods 
was, creation of state-appointed or lo- 
cally*elected metropolitan district com- 
missions for the administration of a 
service or construction and operation 
of a facility for the benefit of both the 
city and its suburbs. Beginning with 
the organization of metropolitan police, 
fire and sanitary district boards in the 


Philadelphia and New York areas in 


the 1850s; such metropolitan boards or 
commissions were established for vari- 
ous purposes in many other areas dur- 
ing succeeding decades. ar
